SHAKESPEARE’S TOMB. 


tte Would Be - Seebertors and the 
Poet’s Imprecation. 

The fact that would be desecrators of 
Shakespeare’s tomb have not dared 
risk the falling of the curse invoked 
the lines cut upon his tomb Is a inti 
ing testimony to the powerful effect 
upon mankind of such an/imprecation. 
J. O. Halliwell-PUillipps, writing in 
the elghties, said: 

“The nearest approach to an excava- 
tion in the grave of Shakespeare was 
made in the summer of the year 1796 
in digging a vault in the immediate lo- 
cality, When an opening appeared 
which Was presumed to indicate the 
commencement of thé sité of the bard's 
remains. The most scrupulous care, 
howeyer, “fas taken pot to disturb the 
neighboring earth In the slightest de 
gree, the clerk having been placed 
there till the brickwork of the adjoin- 
ing vault was completed to prevent 
any one making an examination. No 
relics. whatever were visible ‘through 
the small opening that thus presented 
itself,.and as the poet was buried tin 
the ground, not in a vault, the great 
probability is that dust alone remains. 
It is not many years since a phalanx 
of trouble tombs, lanterns and spades 
in hand, assembled in the chancel at 
dead of night, intent on disobeying the 
solemn injunction that the bones of 
Shakespeave were not to be disturbed. 
But the supplicatory lines prevailed. 
There were some among the number 
who at the last moment refused to in- 
cur the warning condemnation, and so 
the design was happily abandoned.” 

A correspondent of the London Athe- 
nhaeum wrote in 1881: “I remember on 
a visit to the gruve of Shakespeare in 
1827 or 1828 remarking that it was lit- 
tle creditable to the authorities that 
the raised covering to the tomb should 
have been allowed to full into such de- 
cay, for I could see into the grave 
through the hole formed by the sinking 

of the stones. The reply was that, ‘on 
account of the anathema inscribed upon 
the tomb,’ no workmen “couté per- 
suaded to meddle witb it.” 

An edrlier incident is thus set. forth 
by @ contributor to the Monthly Mag- 
azine of Feb. 1, 1818: 

“Notwithstanding the anathema pro- 
nounced by the bard on any disturber 
of his bones, the church. wardens were 
so negligent a few years ago as to 
suffer the sexton in digging the ad- 
joining grave of Dr. Davenport to 
break a large cavity into the tomb of 
Shakespeare. Mr. —— told the writer 
that he was excited by curiosity to 
push his head and shoulders through 
the cavity, that he saw the remains of 
the bard and that he could easily have 
brought away his skull, but palling 
terred by the curse which the poet in- 
voked on any one who disturbed his 
remains,”

Old Time Ways and andthe of the Pree: 

ent Day—Traveling Model. ed 

‘Time was when the traveling sfles 
man for a wholesale manefacturer of 
men’s clothing catried with him on the 
road as many as fifteen or twenty 
trunks containing made up semples. 
In those days he took along with him 
an expert packer from the factory to 
unpack the trunks when’ they hit a 
town and to pack them in readiness 
for the next jump, 

The present day traveler for a whole- 
sale manufacturer of men’s high grade 
clothing carries with him-just two sam- 
ple trunks, one a/wardrobe trunk and 
the other what fs called a. swatch 
trunk, In the wardrobe trunk he car- 
ties suSpended on suitable hangers fif- 
teen or twenty made ‘tip suits. Carried 
thus, these sample garments keep in 
good. condition and show for what 
they are.and to the best advantage. 

In the swatch trunk the salesman 
carries samples of ail the other fabrics 
that his concern is making up. Swatch 
is a trade name for a sample cloth 9 
by 12 inches. Of swatches the sales- 
man May carry hundreds, and he car- 
ries besides some scores of ends of 
sloth, an end being a long piece. cut off 
the entire width of the cloth. 

Of swatches and ends the salesman 
bas a trunkful, and with fifteen or 
twenty made up suits to show styles 
and workmanship and those samples 
to show fabrics he can show goods to 
better advantage than from a bewil- 
dering assortment of hundreds of made 
up suits. 

Of course the man on the road with 
clothing does not in these circum. 
stances require a packer, but the pres. 
ent day traveler for a concern making 
only high grade clothing does take 
with him a model on ‘whom to exhibit 
clothes for the better display of the 
made up sample garments he carries 
and to. show just how they will look 
‘when worn. 

What is considered the standard 
model in the clothing trade is a man 
five feet eight inches in height, thirty- 
six inches chest measure and thirty- 
two inches waist. He must of course 
be well built and otherwise of correct 
proportions. If a model five feet nine 
inches in. height. were required he 
would need to \be thirty-seven inches 
chest mensure and thirty-three waist, 

The model must be young or com- 
paratively young. He does not need 
to be handsome, but he must be of 
good bearing,’ of intelligence and: of 
good sense. 

If the salesman is an able man and 
the model himself is a man with abill- 
ty in him, then by observation and ex- 
perience the model absorbs and devel- 
ops the art of salesmanship, and he 
may become a salesman bimself and 
come to: have a model to try on cloth- 
ing for him.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Wild Bill Hickok’e Skil Skill In Use of the 
Six Shooter. 

Wild Bl Hickok was the first fron- 
tiefaman who recognized the impor 
tance of proficiency in the use of the 
six shooter, This was the real secret 
of his supremacy. He was an unerring 
markaman and shot as accurately un- 
der fire as when firing at.a_ mark, ap- 
parently taking no alm, 

Probably no man has ever qualed 
him in the lightning-like rapidity with 
which be ¢ould draw a weapon in time 
of emergency and In the thorough self 
possession that mude it possible for 
him to take advantage of every oppor- 
tunity in savage conflict. He had a 
standing order to his deputies that 
they should not rush in on him in any 
of his affrays and especially should 
not come quickly up In the rear. 

By forgetting this a man named Wil- 
liams met his death at Abilene, Hickok 
taking him for an enemy and firing so 
rapidly that it left no opportunity for 
recognition. He readily killed a wild 
goose across the Smoky Hill with his 
revolver. Riding at his horse’s highest 
speed, he fired. shot after shot: into a 
tin can or a post a few rods distant. 

Standing ft one telegraph pole, he 
would swing rapidly’.On his heel and 
fire a pistol ball into the next telegraph 
pole. These were some of the simpler 
feats he performed day after day on 
the street to settle little wagers. He 
could shoot a hole through a silver 
dime at fifty paces and could drive the 
cork through the neck of a bottle at 
thirty paces and knock out the bottom 
without breaking the neck. He could 
do what the fancy shots of the present 
day do, and possibly some of them 
equal him as marksman with a re- 
volver, but it. must be remembered that 
he was the first to acquire the skill, 
and the so called crack shots of his 
day were poor imitations at best, al- 
though most of them boasted of their 
fame. 

He shot just as well with others 
shooting at him and at a man as stead- 
ily as at any other target. There were 
certain traits of his character, however, 
that were almost womanly, He. was 
fond of children, and they liked him, 
He declined to quarrel with the peace- 
ful settlers of the community, the busi- 
ness men, on/any provocation. ‘There 
was no foolhardy bravado @bout him,

the tines cut apon his tomb Is a strik- 
ing testimony to the powerful effect 
upon mankind of such an imprecation. 
J. O. Halliwell-Phillipps, writing in 
the eighties, said: 

“The nearest approach to an excava- 
tlon in the grave of Shakespeare was 
made in the summer of the yeur 1796 
in digging a vault in the Immediate lo- 
eality, when an opening appeared 
which Was presumed to indicate the 
commencement of the site of the bard's 
remains. The most scrupulous care, 
however, Was taken not to disturb the 
neighboring earth in the slightest de 
gree, the clerk having been placed 
there till.the brickwork of the adjoin- 
ing vault was completed to prevent 
any one making an examination. No 
relics whatever were visible through 
the small opening that thus presented 
itself, and as the poet -was buried in 
the ground, not in a vault, the great 
probability is that dust alone remains. 
It is not many years since a phalanx 
of trouble tombs, lanterns and spades 
in hand, assembled in the chancel at 
dead of night, intent on disobeying the 
solemn injunction that the bones of 
Shakespeave were not to be disturbed. 
But the supplicatory lines prevailed. 
There were some among the number 
who at the last moment refused to in- 
cur the warning condemnation, andso 
the design was happily abandoned.” 

A correspondent of the London Athe- 
naeum wrote in 1881: “I remember on 
a visit to the grave of Shakespeare in 
1827 or 1828 remarking that it was lit- 
tle creditable to the authorities that 
the raised covering to the tomb should 
have been allowed to full into such de- 
cay, for I could see into. the grave 
through the hole formed by the sinking 
of the stofes. The reply was that, ‘on 
account of the anathema inscribed upon 
the tomb,’ no workmen could be per- 
suaded to meddle with it.” 

An earlier incident is thus set forth 
by a contributor to the Monthly Mag- 
azine of Feb. 1, 1818: 

“Notwithstanding the anathema pro- 
nounced by the bard on any disturber 
of his bones, the church wardens were 
s0 negligent a few years ago as to 
suffer the sexton in digging the ad- 
joining grave of Dr. Davenport. to 
break a large cavity into the tomb of 
Shakespeare. Mr. —— told the writer 
that he was excited by curiosity to 
push his head and shoulders through 
the cavity, that he saw the remains of 
the bard and that he could easily have 
brought away his skull, but was de- 
terred by the curse which the poet in- 
voked .on any one who disturbed his 
remains.” i 

The attempt at a later day to med- 
dle with the tomb had no more effec- 
‘ize ending. . dan « 


South American Animals. 

Many curious animals haunt. the 
marshy, parts of South America north 
of the pampas. lrogs big and fero- 
cious (the ceratophyrs), given to mak. 
ing vicious springs when closely ap- 
proached; the capybara, a cavy ‘“‘con- 
tented with the bulk of the sheep;” the 
huge coypu rat and the swarthy tapir 
are frequently seen. Along the forest 
margins troops of peccaries are often 
met with, occasionally the jaguar, 
sometimes the ‘puma; likewise that 
toothless curiosity the great ant bear, 
long in claw, long nosed and remark- 
ably long tongued. Very plentiful, too, 
are those “‘little knights in scaly ar- 
mor,” the quaint, waddling armadil- 
loes. Long toed jacanas pace about 
upon the floating leaves. A familiar 
object is the great jabiru, a stork with 
a preference for the desolate lagoons, 
where it may often be observed statu- 
esque on one leg and wrapped in pro- 
spection,

Old Time Ways and Those of the Pres: 

ent Day—Traveling Model, 

Time was when the traveling 
man for a wholesale manofactu 
men’s clothing carried with him on the 
road as many as fifteen or twenty 
trunks containing made up ssmples. 
‘In those days he took along with him 
an éxpert packer from the factory to 
unpack the trunks when they hit a 
town and to pack them in readiness 
for the next jump. a 

The present day traveler for a whole. 
fale manufacturer of men’s high grade 
clothing carries with him jist two sam- 
ple trunks, one a wardrobe trunk and 
the other what is called a swatch 
trunk. In the wardrobe trunk he car- 
ries suspended on suitable hangers fif- 
teen or twenty made up suits. Carried 
thus, these sample garments keep in 
good condition and show for what 
they are and to the best advantage. 

In the swatch truvk the salesman 
carries samples of ail the other fabrics 
that his concern is thaking up...Swatch 
is a trade name for a sample cloth 9 
by 12 inches. Of swatches the sales- 
man may carry bundreds, and he car- 
ries. besides some scores of ends of 
cloth, an end being a long piece cut off 
the entire width of. the cloth. 

Of swatches and ends the salesman 
has a trunkful, and with fifteen or 
twenty made up suits to show styles 
and workmanship and those samples 
to show fabrics he can show goods to 
better advantage than from a_ bewil- 
dering assortment of hundreds of made 
up sults, 

Of course the man on the road with 
clothing does not in these circum- 
stances require.a packer, but the pres- 
ent day traveler for a concern making 
only high grade clothing does take 
with him a model on whom to exhibit 
clothes. for the, better display of the 
made up sample garments he carries 
nnd to show just how they will look 
when worn. 

What is considered the standard 
model in the clothing trade is a man 
five feet eight inches in height, thirty- 
six inches chest measure and thirty- 
two inches waist. He must of course 
be well built and otherwise of correct 
proportions. If a model five feet nine 
inches .in height were required he 
would need to be. thirty-seven inches: 
chest mensure and thirty-three waist, 

The model must be young or com- 
pamtively young. He does not need 
to be handsome, but he must be of 
good bearing, of intelligence and of 
good sense. 

If the salesman is an. able man and 
the model himself is a man with abili- 
ty in him, then by observation and ex- 
perience the model absorbs and devel- 
ops the art of salesmanship, and he 
may become a salesman himself and 
come to have a model to try on cloth- 
ing for him.—Cleveland Plain Dealer.

Wild Bill Hickok’s Skill In Use of the 
Six Shooter, 

Wild Bill Hickok was the first fron- 
ersman who recognized the impor- 
tance of proficiency in the use.of the 
six shooter. This was the real secret 
of his supremacy, He was an unerring 
marksman ond shot as accurately un- 
der fire as when firing at a mark, ap- 
parently taking no alm, 

Probably no man has evet equaled 
him in the lightning-like rapidity with 
which he could draw a weapon in time 
of emergency and In the thorough seif 
possession that made it possible for 
him to take advantage of every oppor- 
tunity in sayage conflict. He had a 
standing order to his deputies that 
they should not rush in on him in any 
of his affrays and especially should 
not come quickly up in the rear. 

By forgetting this 1 man named Wil- 
llams met his death at Abilene, Hickok 
taking him for an enemy and firing so 
rapidly that it left no opportunity for 
recognition. He readily killed a wild 
goose across the Smoky Hill with his 
revolver. Riding at his horse’s highest 
speed, he fired shot after shot into a 
tin can or a post a few rods distant. 

Standing at one telegraph pole, he 
would swing rapidly on his heel and 
fire a pistol ball inthe next telegraph 
pole. These were sont of the simpler 
feats he performed day after day on 
the street to settle little wagers. He 
could shoot a hole through a silver 
dime at fifty paces and could drive the 
cork through the neck of a bottle at 
thirty paces and knock out the bottom 
withoyt breaking the neck. He could 
do whatthe fancy shots of the present 
day do, and possibly some of them 
equal him as marksman with a re- 
volver, but it must be remembered that 
he was the first to acquire the skill, 
and the so called crack shots of bis 
day were poor imitations at best, al- 
though most-pf them boasted of their 
fame. be 

He shot just\ as well with others 
shooting at him and at a man as stead- 
ily as at any other target. There were 
certain traits of his character, however, 
that were almost womanly. He was 
fond of children, and*they li him. 
He declined to quarrel with the’ peace- 
ful settlers of the community, the busi- 
ness men, on any provocation. There 
was no foolhardy’ bravado about him,
